Applicants preliminary amendment canceling claims 4-5, 9, 15-17, 19, 27-29, 
amending claims 1-3, 6-14, 18, 20-26 and 30-34 and adding new claim 35, Paper No. 
12. 12/24/2002, is acknowledged. Claims 1-3, 6-14, 18, 20-26 and 30-35 are present 
for examination.

I. Claims 1-3, 6-14, 18 and 20-22, drawn to an enzyme mixture comprising a 
first enzyme and a second enzyme, classified in class 435, subclass 1 94.

the Inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I and II are related as product and processes of use. The inventions 
can be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) the 
process for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially 
different product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different 
process of using that product (MPEP § 806.05(h)). In the instant case, the enzyme 
mixture can be used in a materially different process such as one in which the enzyme 
mixture is used to mutate or synthesize polynucleotides or characterize the various 
domains of the enzymes.
